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This application should be finally rejected because of the reason 
described on the Notification of reasons of refusal dated Sep. 2, 2005. 
Incidentally, although remarks and amendments are considered, basis 
sufficient to overcome the reason of the refusal cannot be found. 



Note : 

In the remarks, the Applicant argued, as a difference between 
the invention of this application and the invention described in each 
cited art, a point that the distance between the planar element and the 
ground pattern is increased saturatedly. 

However, both of the invention of this application and the 
invention described in the cited art 1 or 2 are common in a point that 
the distance is changed in order to broaden the frequency range, and 
further the effect by being "increased saturatedly" is unclear. 
Therefore, such changing manner should be determined experimentally by 
the person who skilled in the art (If necessary, See JP-A-57- 1420 03 ) . 

Furthermore, although the Applicant argued that the descriptive 
and specific basis of the rejection against claims 8 and 9, a matter 
that an antenna element formed on a multi-layered substrate as described 
in the cited art 3 is disposed without overlap in the thickness direction 
of the multi-layered substrate is mere a well-known antenna structure 
as described in JU-A-5-8 2 122 , JP-A-10-98330 or the like. 

In addition, the Applicant argued that "wherein when said planar 



element and said resonant element are projected on a virtual plane 
parallel to layers in which the respective elements are formed, said 
resonant element is disposed without overlapping with at least a region 
at a planar element side with respect to a half line, which is parallel 
to said straight line passing through said feed position of the projected 
planar element and extends in a feed position direction from a start 
point that is an end point of said side edge portion of the projected 
planar element and is a point remoter from said feed position" in claims 
9 and 17 is clear. However, in the argument, "straight line passing 
through said feed position of the planar element" is indefinite because 
such straight lines are uncountable, and the reason is still unclear 
why such a straight line is uniquely determined as the straight line 
34 in Fig. 5 of this application. 

As described above, it is impossible to adopt the Applicant's argument 
in the remarks, and each claim in this application should be rejected 
because of the reasons A and B described in the previous Notification 
of the reason of the refusal.
